The reasons advanced for 
people’s failures are many. You 
can find all kinds of reasons, most 
of them blaming everything but the 
individual themselves. 
The parents are blamed for 
providing too much in the way of 
material things or else not enough. 
They are blamed for too much 
discipline or not enough discipline, 
too much love or not enough love. 
The list is almost endless. 
Society itself is blamed. 
We blame the school system — 
they either demand too much or 
they do too little. 
The churches are blamed for not 
reaching the people, for not being 
relevant to the needs of today. 
Some just blame the times we 
are living in. 
Now comes two more reasons for 
failure. 
One is the fault of the parent for 
giving their youngster the wrong 
name and the other is the food they 
eat. 
According to an article in the 
Good Housekeeping Magazine a 
Temple University researcher has 
found that boys and girls who have 
“desirable” names achieved high­ 
er scores on IQ and achievement 
tests than youngsters with “un­ 
desirable names.” 
Why? Well, names, it seems, give 
off very specific connotations — 
Macs, are thought to be strong and 
virile, Tonys sociable, etc. — and a 
child’s self image is reflective in 
how others see him. 
Some “desirable” names as 
listed by Good Housekeeping: For 
boys: Craig, David, Gregory, 
James, Jeffrey, Jonathan, John, 
Michael, Patrick, Richard, Robert, 
Steven, Thomas. For girls: Bar­ 
bara,

Diane, 
Dorothy, Jane, Jean, Karen. Linda. 
Lisa, Virginia. 
Some “undesirable” names: For 
boys: Albert, Bernard, Chester, 
Curtis, Darrell, Elmer, Gerald, 
Henry, Horace, Hubert, Jerome, 
Maurice, Roderick, and Samuel. 
For girls: Bertha, Brigit, Gillian, 
Hallie, Hillary, Lola Mae, Mildred, 
Phoebe, Risa and Simone. 
Of course some folks with the 
undesirable names have done quite 
well so maybe the name is not the 
whole answer. 
So let’s look at the food angle. 
James Roberts at Andrews has 
come up with the fact that research 
underway in several areas of the 
United States indicates that 
irrational or violent behavior on 
the part of some individuals may 
stem more from the food they eat 
than from social, hereditary or 
economic factors. 
According to a lengthy discussion 
in the Wall Street Journal this 
week, food allergy or malnutrition

People blame all this on the 
middle-man As I understand 
it, in the case of wheat, the 
middle-man are those people 
between the wheat grower on 
his farm and the housewife in 
the grocery store buying a 
loaf of bread, and it takes 
some shrewd people to be 
able to squeeze from the 
middle and come out on the 
top only. You can’t do it with 
an orange. 


I guess the only answer to 
this is to buy your own wheat, 
grind it up, and make your 
own bread. You’re going to 
run into trouble though when 
you try to make that plastic 
stuff to wrap it in.

changed. 
Nowadays, if you cast your 
bread upon the water it’s 
likely to hit an oil slick These 
are the days when it’s more 
profitable to repair ap­ 
pliances than own than. 


As the poet said, “A Jug of 
wine, a loaf of bread and 
thou singing beside me in the 
wilderness, ah, that were 
paradise enough, so long as 
farmers will keep on raising 
wheat at below cost.” You 
can’t beat poetry for getting 
at the truth.

can unbalance mental processes, 
leading to violent behavior. In 
other cases, an ailment known as 
hypoglycem ia—a 
lower-than- 
normal level of sugar in the blood— 
can trigger irrational behavior that 
can be controlled through the diet. 
Declares K. E. Moyer, a psy­ 
chology professor at Carnegie-Mel- 
lon University, “ a person allergic 
to chocolate or bananas may pass 
out bloody noses!” 
According to the Journal, the link 
between food and crime is at­ 
tracting more attention from law 
enforcement officials. In Cuyahoga 
Falls, Ohio, an offender placed on 
probation must now take a test to 
determine whether 
he or 
she 
suffers from hypoglycemia, which 
can cause a person to become 
irritable, irrational and frequently 
violent. 
In Oklahoma, a 12-year-old 
patient became so aggressive after 
eating a banana, he picked up a 
stick and tried to hit another 
patient. After eating an apple, he 
started a fight. 
A 52-year-old woman tested on 
wheat, said she felt like hitting 
someone. An 18-year-old, tested for 
a tobacco reaction, struck the exa­ 
miner over the head. 
One patient in New York, a 32- 
year-old man arrested for beating 
and seriously injuring his wife, 
admitted during his examination to 
cravings for chocolate, cola drinks, 
and coffee. He suffered from low 
blood sugar and the items calmed 
him down. 
Another doctor in Saskatchewan, 
found that 70 percent of the inmates 
imprisoned in a jail there, suffered 
from vitamin deficiencies. 
His research indicated that about 
90 percent of convicted murderers 
diagnosed as paranoid schiz­ 
ophrenics suffer from low blood 
sugar or some vitamin deficiency. 


If the research continues to show 
a relationship between food and 
crime, we can envision a judge in 
the future sentencing a criminal to 
one year without beans, bananas or 
broccoli

AUSTIN—Bids for highway 
reconstruction work in Jones 
County are expected to be 
received at the June 22-23 
letting of the State Depart­ 
ment of Highways and Public 
Transportation. 
4Dne project involves the 
construction of Farm to 
Market Road 3116 from US 
180 to the jimcition of FM 2746 
and FM 3116, a distance of 2.1 
miles. The existing county 
road will be rebuilt to Farm 
to Market Road standards, to 
include a 20-foot paved sur­ 
face accommodating two 
lanes of traffic.

Senator Farabee said, “We 
were fortunate to have a 
surplus during the past year 
and I feel that some of this 
money should be returned to 
the people in the form of tax 
relief, specifically in the 
areas of 
property tax, 
inheritance tax and utility 
taxes. The inheritance tax 
laws have not been revised 
for many years. Also, in­ 
flation and high utility costs 
are taking a heavy toll on the 
taxpayers, especially those 
who must live on fixed in­ 
comes.'' 
Although the Senate passed 
a measure providing for an 
expanded 
Constitutional 
amendment allowing agricul­ 
tural land to be taxed on its 
productive value rather than 
on its market value, it failed 
to pass both houses of the 
Legislature. The mandatory 
140 day session adjourned 
before the House could 
concur with Senate amend­ 
ments to inheritance and 
utility tax relief plans. 
In reference to tax reform 
in his letter to the Governor, 
Senator Farabee stated, 
“Because of the uncertainties 
of agricultural production 
and prices, the present 
system is inequitable to 
farmers and ranchers. I 
share your goal of making 
Texas 
‘Number 
I’ 
in 
agricultural production, and 
it is my feeling that the 
legislation mentioned above 
would provide a needed in­ 
centive to Texas’ agricultural 
producers.” 
The Governor is expected 
to call the special session 
because the Legislature was 
unable to agree on a public 
school fi ance bill before the 
end of the regular session. 
During a special session, the 
Legislature may consider 
only those issues which the 
Governor expressly 
au­ 
thorizes.

Legislature, I am pleased to 
report that most of the 
legislation I sponsored or co­ 
sponsored 
passed 
both 
Houses and has either been 
signed by the Governor or is 
awaiting his signature 
TAX SALES 
I drafted this legislation 
and co-sponsored it with Rep. 
Ben Grant of Marshall. 
This bill relates to a period 
of limitations on actions to 
recover real property sold at 
a tax sale. This bill would bar 
suits to clear titles on pro­ 
perty sold at a tax sale after 
three years. 
In many of our cities and 
rural towns, many of the iota 
have been obtained through 
tax sales. Tax deeds must 
show that all procedures «* 
required by law have been 
met; therefore, even the 
slightest defect would nullify 
the sale. 
This law replaces archaic 
law which prevented clear 
titles on such property for 25 
years unless the purchaser 
brings a trespass to try title 
suit at a great expense and 
with great difficulty. 
RIGHTS-OF-WAY 
This legislation authorizes 
the district engineer of the 
Texas Department of High­ 
ways and Public Transpor­ 
tation to grant permission to 
an individual to mow, bale, 
shred or hoe certain highway 
rights-of-way. 
This legislation will benefit 
our farmers and ranchers, as 
well as the State by enabling 
them to use the materials 
they gather through this 
process. 
The probable savings to the 
State of Texas under this new

after implementation should 
be approximately $770,000. 
SCHOOL DISTRICT 
ELECTIONS 
Under the provisions of this 
MU, the county judge is 
authorized to order elections 
concerning the consolidation 
of school districts. 
This MU simply clarifies 
any confusion as to whether 
the county judge or the 
county commissioners court 
has the authority to caU such 
elections. 
SWEETWATER 
MUNICIPAL COURT 
Sen. Ray Farabee and I 
worked together on this 
legislation which creates a 
municipal court of record for 
the City of Sweetwater, 
Texas. 
This 
municipal 
court, 
which wUl be only the third of 
its kind in the State, can be 
created by the governing 
body of the City. That same 
body can appoint a municipal 
judge for the court. 
259TH 
JUDICIAL DISTRICT 
I sponsored a House MU 
which would create a district 
court for Jones and Shack­ 
elford Counties. This bill was 
later combined into Senate 
BiU 368, which called for the 
creation of 22 new judicial 
districts in the State. 
This measure calls for 
Jones and Shackelford Coun­ 
ties to be removed from their 
present judicial districts and 
together compose the 250th 
Judicial District. 


The newly created court 
wiU have all the civil md 
criminal jurisdiction pre­ 
sently held by the county 
courts of each district. 
LENGTH OF SCHOOL 
TERM 
Currently, schools are 
required to operate for 180 
days of instruction, plus IO 
days of in-service training 
and preparation, regardless 
of calamities. 
This legislation would pro­ 
vide for curtailing school 
operations 
in 
times 
of 
emergency. 
The commissioner of educ­ 
ation is authorized to approve 
operation of schools, without 
penalty, for less than the 
required period of natiral 
disasters, such as fuel cur­ 
tailments (NT other emer­ 
gencies cause the closing of 
schools. 
TEXAS STATE 
TECHINCAL INSTITUTE 
The new state budget 
provides some $1.9 million for 
construction at the Sweet­ 
water campus of TSTI, in 
addition to normal funding 
for salaries, supplies, main­ 
tenance and operation. 
Construction projects for 
the Sweetwater 
campus 
include $55,000 for the rehab­ 
ilitation of the automotive 
lab; $555,000 for a diesal and 
heavy equipment facility;

Mulching to Boost 


Garden Production 


Mulching your vegetable 
garden can make a marked 
increase on production if the 
procedure is done correctly, 
points out Kirby Clayton, 
county agent with the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Ser­ 
vice. 
Mulching is a way of re­ 
tarding weeds and protecting 
plant roots from adverse 
conditions with some type of 
ground covering. 
Clayton notes that there are 
four basic types of mulching 
materials—clear 
plastic, 
black plastic, paper and 
organic mulches such as 
grass clippings, sawdust and 
compost. 
Plastic is becoming a 
widely used ground cover to 
provide the same 'esults as 
paper, straw and other 
mulches. Plastics tend to 
raise soil temperatures from 
5 to IO degrees F. while paper 
and organic mulches tend to 
lower soil temperatures by 
about the same amount. 
Both clear and black 
plastics may be used, and 
both types warm the soil 
earlier in the season than 
most mulches. Clear plastic 
has one distinct disadvantage 
of allowing weeds to grow. 
Clear plastic can be laid 
over seeded row to speed up 
seed germination. Of course, 
it must be removed as soon as 
the seedlings emerge,

minds Clayton. 
Black plastic drastically 
cuts down weed growth with 
the exception of nutgrass 
Holes or slits should be cut 
through the plastic to allow 
seeding or transplanting and 
to permit sufficient moisture 
to reach the garden bed. 
Paper mulches are among 
the older types of coverings 
for vegetable gardens. Since 
paper mulch can reduce soil 
temperature and thereby 
inhibit plant growth, it should 
be put down after plants are 
well into the growing stages, 
says Clayton. 
Paper mulches have one of 
the benefits common to or­ 
ganic mulches—they decom­ 
pose and therefore need not 
be removed at the end of the 
gardening season. 


Organic mulches are still 
the most popular today. They 
are effective in retaining soil 
mositure, 
in 
controlling 
weeds and soil erosion and in 
reducing fruit rot. Organic 
mulches also improve the 
soil’s physical condition 
where plowed under at the 
end of the season, notes 
Clayton. 
When 
using 
organic 
mulches, the amount of fer­ 
tilizer applied to the garden 
soil should be increased by 
one-fourth to compensate for 
the nutrients used in breaking 
down the organic materials. 
Using mulches effectively, 
regardless of the type of 
material, can help incure 
high 
yields 
of 
quality 
vegetables, believes Clayton.

out of dry pastures in search 
for green succulent plants. 
Flying grasshoppers may 
be controlled by spraying 
fence rows or end of the crop 
rows where grasshoppers 
stay in shaded areas during 
the hot part of the day. 
Sprays or dust include Sevin, 
Malathion. (ULV only) and 
Toxaphene. 
For Jumbo grasshoppers, 
Clayton recommends a bait 
mix. The following mixture is 
recommended: IOO lbs. Bran, 
2 qts. Toxaphene, I qt. 
Molasses, 8 ounces Banana 
Oil. 
Add enough water to make 
a thick dry paste. Too much 
water will leach out poison 
and render poison ineffective. 
Put poison out in little piles 
under shades of plants along 
end of fields where grass­ 
hoppers start feeding. Poison 
should be put out real early in 
the morning to prevent rapid 
drying. 
Clayton, urges users to take 
precautions in handling the 
poison and wash with soap 
and water if it comes in 
contact with the body. 


Water it as important aa 
forage in the production of 
livestock. Inadequate stock 
water 
developments 
in 
pasture and range areas 
contribute to an unstable 
livestock 
industry 
and 
livestock losses, prevent use 
of needed grazing areas, and 
encourage overgrazing in the 
vicinity of existing water 
supplies. 
The pond should provide 
adequate water for livestock 
an range and pasture, and 
should be developed so as to 
have enough water to satisfy 
stock needs and providing a 
proper distribution in relation 
to available forage. 
A pond should be of a size 
that will meet the needs of all 
livestock that will use the 
surrounding grazing ares. 
The daily consumption of 
water by livestock ranges 
from twelve gallons per head 
per day for beef cattle to two 
gallons per head per day for 
sheep. 
The total amount of water 
that will be consumed at one 
pond will depend on the 
average daily consumption 
per animal, the number of 
livestock served, and the 
length of period over which 
they are served. 
For a permanent water 


supply, it is necessary to 
provide sufficient water 
depth to meet the intended 
use and to offset seepage and 
evaporation losses. Jones 
County climate falls in the 
area called a subhum id-dry 
climate with an annual 
rainfall between twenty and 
thirty inches. To maintain a 
permanent water supply in 
Jones County a minimum 
water depth over twenty-five 
percent of the farm pond 
should be ten feet or greater. 
A pond or reservoir can 
provide recreation, such ss

The area 
immediately surrounding the 
pond can be made into an 
attractive place for picnics 
and games.
